No on* who has ever 
seen a good.yew. hedge would doubt 
that this is ths beet evergreen hedge 
that can be grown, but a great many 
people will tell you that life la too 
abort Jo. wait far it to mature.. This, 
la true In a measure, but If seedling 
yews are planted in soil that la 
trenched both wide and deep, and If 
the seedlings art fed well as soon as 
tbsy begin to grow, a hedge of yew 
can be grown in a comparatively iwa- j 
aonable time. 

Holly makes a good hedge also, but 
It is never as finished a* yew- Hollv 
la more cheerful, but it lacks the 
dignity of the yew. The slipping of 
both holly and ysw should take place 
at midsummer for the best results, 
and transplanting ahoulcf be under¬ 
taken In the fall as early as the com¬ 
ing of a reasonable amount of rein 
will permit.

He had discovered the Old 
Testament, and he evidently loved It 
and read it with seal. 

But. like more than on® man of the 
Book, be had not yet com# to the 
fullness and richness of the ex¬ 
perience underlying the things that 
he read. So it wak that he needed 
eome expositor, like Philip, to inter¬ 
pret th* meaning of spiritual truth 
for him and to makt It vital In hla 
own life. 

The Ethiopian evidently was an apt 
and ready student, as every true and 
open-minded lover of th® Scripture* 


ing a great newness of hsupines* 
com* Into hla life. 

The Bible haa not always meant 
that to men and women. There are 
those who have read It in sombrenesa, 
to whom It has been so serious and 
sacred a book that they have not 
quite dared to Uke It Into their 
heart®. 

The Bible cannot be taken too 
sacredly, but It U a book for the 
minds and hearts of ordinary men. 
It la the story of how common people 
and great people alike, through con¬

in Quarter Century 
Surveyed in eNovel 

E nglish novelists have not yet wearied of 
studying the remarkable transformation of 
English society in the first quarter of the twen¬ 
tieth century. In theae year* England plunged 
from one world Into another, and what onee ware 
rock-built certainties changed to fading dream*. 
The whole period, naturally, li a fascinating one 
for an Englishman who has a tala to tall. 

The newest novel to survey this field Is "Tam 
Tiddler’s Ground,” by Edward Shanks; and while 
lta pace Is very alow. It does-do a pretty good Job 
of examining the tanas years before, during, and 
after the war. 

It tells about the son of a provincial innkeeper; 
a brilliant lad who hopes to go to Oxford, but la 
balked by his father. Unable to get a university 
education, he nevertheless begins to build a dis¬ 
tinguished career through the friendship of an 
influential Londoner, and when war comas he gets 
an important Job with the government. 

After the war be seems destined to go on and 
make a great name for himself. But his character 
develops a flaw. He goes on the make and decides 
that by fishing in the troubled post-war waters 
be can make s lot of easy money. Aa a result ha 
lets his career slip out of his hands and drifts 
. along to eventful failure. 

The book la Interesting for lta picture of Eng¬ 
lish life in a c o nfu se d and eventful epoch. Being 
long and leisurely, it drags badly now and then. 
On the whole, though. It la a readable book. It la 
published by Bobbs-Merrill. 


Adams Quite properly, then, ha gives hie new 
book which analyzes that conflict the title, 
‘'America s Tragedy.” 

The essence of the tragedy, he says, was this: 
that in the couth men developed a society which 
placed its emphasis on human values, and not on 
mere getting and spending—but that force of cir¬ 
cumstances tied this society to an institution, 
slavery, which Inevitably had to be overthrown. 

Everything worked out wrong. If cotton gin 
and power loom had not been invented Just when 
they were, slavery would probably have fallen of 
lta own weight, long before it became an “issue.'' 
If northern abolitionists and southern fire-eaters 
had not spent twenty years inflaming pseelons, a 
peaceable eettlemem could have taken place. 

If the rise of the cotton empire bad not ex¬ 
actly paralleled the rise of northern industrialism, 
the clash between the two societies would not 
have been so direct and bitter. 

But nobody got a break. Force of circum¬ 
stances compelled the south to wed Itself more 
and more firmly to slavery Just at the time when 
world opinion waa condemning slavery. 

It was America’s supreme tragedy that the 
one section of the land which took a broad, 
humanistic view of human life had to be the 
one which tied Itself to a doomed institution 

Mr. Adams gives a truly excellent s u rvey of 
'The war and iticaigift. Be suggests that the oon- 
fllct left great bltterneea. not so much because of 
battle and destruction, as because of the ranting* 
of th* stay-at-homes. HU book U a fine sum¬ 
mary of a tragic era.
